not the case all over the country, the weather conditions would 
seem to make it a certainty at this writing. 


Not only does cold weather stop the work of the canners 
but it increases the demand for the canned articles of food. In 
view of the fact that jobbers have bought in only a hand to 
mouth fashion it is safe to say the beginning of winter will mean 


the beginning of heavier ordering by the jobbers and canned 
foods will be in the greatest demand. 


Sales for the past three or four weeks have not been very 
heavy and the past week has seen noimpiovement. Small coun- 
try canners have been offering No. 3 standard tomatoes at a 
little below the list price but those whu are in a position to hold 
their goods in warehouses and await developments are not dis- 
posed, in fact have no intention, of shading prices and confident- 
ly believe the market will go to goc. by the first of the year. By 
some, that date is considered very late and it is thought even 
possible that the 90c. mark will be reached long before that 
time. The coming statistical report of the National Canners’ 
Association is having a retarding influence upon the the situa- 


tion, both buyers and sellers waiting for it and preparing to use 
it as an argument. 


The situation in canned corn is unchanged. Some sian 
of prices has been reported, but it is not of a serious nature, and 
is apparently brought about by the indifference of buyers. 
Hardly any orders have been placed recently, and holders of 
corn have become impatient, or else need some ready money. 
The situation continues to remain favorable to the holder of 
goods, and buyers are apparently holding off in the belief that 
prices will not go higher and may drop a little. This depends 


upon the action of the large holders of corn, and the indications 
are that no large blocks will be sacrificed. 


Strictly fancy and cheap grades of peas are both in strong 
demand, and the inquiries are mostly for these grades. There 
is practically nothing to offer, and one brokerage concern says: 
‘‘For the first time in seven or eight weeks we have something 


under 85c. factory to offer. We have found a speculator who is 
willing to take his profit.’’ 


Spinach, kraut, baked beans, sweet potatoes and such 
articles as are now coming onto the market are in good demand 
and the prices are fair. String beans are being asked for be- 


cause the price of this article is very inviting to buyers, and the 
demand is good. 


Peaches are reported to have about reached their bkighest 
price. The advance has been a steady one; it began in the 
midst of what looked like a bumper crop and a large pack, and 
as the news of the high price of raw stock, and the disappoint- 
ing crop became known, this rise became greater and more pro- 


nounced. However buyers seem to have about filled their 
immediate wants, and the demard has eased off a little. 


The demand for canned apples in both No. 3 and No. 10 
cans is good. The market is strong, and Baltimore packed

stock in No. 10 cans is offered at $2.60, factory; Pennsylvania 
packed apples are bringing $2.40, and New York State goods, 
$275. The quality of the Baltimore goods is very much im- 
proved this season, and the price consequently higher. The 
pack of apples this season, as is aslo the case in other lines, is 
much improved, and the demand should increase due to this 
fact. This year will probably teach the packers of all goods 
that ‘‘quality’’ is the best business getter there is, and the con- 
sumption of canned foods will no doubt increase considerably. 
Small fruits continue to ‘hold their own ;’ the demand is 
fairly active, and the supply not sufficient to meet the demand, 
so that prices are tending higher. Canned pineapple has ad- 
vanced and will go higher as the crops of this article have been 
considerably damaged by storms, and the pack is a light one. 
In cans and canners’ metals there is practically no interest 


above the usual, and we have nothing new to report. Find 
prices of all articles on pages 31 and 32.

The Trade Outlook.— Retail grocers are not jubilant, but 
are fairly well satisfied with trade conditions.

They claim that the people of the city of Chicago have 
been a little predisposed to extravagance and that there have 
been too many trips to Europe, too many automobile purchases, 
and tod much summer resorting, all of which render those who 
indulge in them less able to pay their grocery bills promptly.

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who did not properly cool his cans, packing them hot in the 
cases, in consequence of which carelessness they rusted in the 
cases and are heavily coated with rust. The goods were shipped 
back to the canneries and a heavy loss will ensue as they were 
under a special label and many swells have developed. This 
brings a loss for swells, labels, stripping, relabeling, freight, 


scouring, lacquering, cartage, etc. What annoyance and loss 
a little carelessness causes. 


No one seems interested in tomatoes at present. The re- 
tailers have stopped buying and jobbers are well supplied, 


brokers are not pushing for orders very hard and business is, 
therefore, at a stand still. 


Canned Corn.—There is a heavy demand for fancy Coun- 
try Gentleman corn—other kinds are neglected. Deliveries of 
corn this year are not as fine as anticipated. Packers seem to 
have used too much water and corn starch and quite a number 
of rejections have been heard of around the market. Demand 
is quiet. 

Salmon.—The market is entirely nominal and everybody 
has a different price. The alleged market price on Red Alaska 


No. 1 tall is $1.75 Chicago but only small lots can be had 
at that price. 


American Sardines.—There is no apparent weakness in 
the market and prices are well maintained. Retailers are dis- 
satisfied with the necessity for advancing their selling prices 
and predict a smaller sale of the goods. There is no urgency 
on the part of sellers and buyers seem to be ‘‘standing patt.’’ 

Canned Pears.—Baltimore is the market for the cheaper 
grade of canned pears this year while New York Bartletts and 
California Fartletts occupy the higher quality field. Michigan 


has packed no pears scarcely this year and has nothing much to 
offer. 


Canned Apples.— Michigan packers of No. 10 apples are 
in a bad way and are generally unable to fill their contracts. 

They are now engaged in showing samples of other packs 
than their own as they are compelled to buy in order to make 
deliveries. New York packers of canned apples are practically 
sold out and are not offering anything. 

String Beans.—The pack of canned string beans this year 
in Michigan will be delivered in full, at least Sears & Nichols

NEw York, October 26, 1910. 

The Market.—Perhaps the situation has not changed ma- 
terially during the week. It will take some time for trade in- 
terests to adjust themselves to the new conditions which they 
now concede are substantially correct. It will take them some 
time to definitely decide what they will do under the present 
circumstances. They can’t accept the fact and begin operations 
all in a minute, consequently there is every reason to think they 
will be in readiness for operations of magnitudeshortly. Hold- 
ers are perfectly willing to wait. They are quite convinced that 
the quantity of almost any variety available is hardly sufficient 
to reduce prices, and on the other hand, they are becc ming more 
and more certain that the quantity of each leading product will 
be so small when finally determined that prices will advance. 
Of course the old contest between buyers and sellers is present. 
It always is. They never agree upon this subject of available 
quaptity and prices. Of course it is a good thing they do not. 
If they did there would be no market. But that doesn’t change 
the fact of the conflict. It will be found as events proceed that 
the situation is more difficult than usual and that eventually it 
will be necessary to scrape very closely to obtain sufficient sup- 
plies to do business upon. 

Tomatoes.—It cannot be learned that any important move- 
ment has occurred in tomatoes, but there is a firmer feeling in 
all grades. During the week, for example, buyers began seek- 
ing No. 10s and in some instances $2.75 f. 0. b. factory was de- 
clined by holders. It was found impossible to buy Marylands 


under $2.70 f. o. b. factory in any locality. New Jerseys were 
held even higher and in some instances $2.95 was asked. A 
good many buyers are disgusted with the action of some pack- 
ers on early deliveries. It is understood that there are still 
many misunderstandings which have not been settled. One fair 
sale of No. 33 was reported, but at prices which were not made 
public, though the inference was that the figure was close to 
the outside point. Other small sales were reported at substan- 
tially full figures. For No. 2s 57%c. was quoted. Not much 


movement beyond satisfying such requirements as may have ex- 
isted is reported. 


Corn.—The same conditions which have controlled. for 
some time still inject themselves into the situation whenever 
there is talk of buying. The outlook does not improve as the 
exact situation respecting quantities packed becomes more ap- 
parent. The quantity is far below the normal and buyers will 
find difficulty in securing sufficient quantity to fill urgent orders. 
The Maine supply is not large and there is not enough South- 
ern stock to go around.

Other 
grades are not especially wanted and sales are relatively small. 

String Beans.—Spot goods are quoted up to outside fig- 
ures on No. 10s. State Refugees are held more firmly on No. 
1s, but there is a fair offering in cuts. Other grades are un- 
changed, with movement barely sufficient to satisfy current re- 
quirements.

Labeling Distributing 
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Asparagus.—Not much interest is reported andthe market 
as quoted is wholly nominal. Deliveries on 1910 pack are only 
fair. Buyers are showing little, if any, interest just now. 
Holders are waiting for the turn of the tide inthe regular run 
of business. 

Spinach.—Offerings appear to be freer for No. 2s, but No. 
10s are about closed up. The market has been more than ordi- 


narily active some of the time through the season and No. Ios 
have been the favorite purchase. 


Sweet Potatoes.—Much more interest is reported in No. 
38 with 7oc. f. o. b. factory quoted. Conditions appear to be 


improving. It is cartain that sales have been heavier this year 
than ever before. 


Succotash.—The supply is light and holders are firm in 
their views. In most instances buyers are picking up such 
small lots as they can obtain at reasonable prices, upon the sup- 


position that movement will be more active later and supplies 
will be harder than now to secure. 


Peaches.—The advance in seconds and No. 10 pie peaches 
has not restricted trade materially. The supply is greatly re- 
duced, either because it was not packed originally, or because 
trade has been unusually heavy and buyers are now having con- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining such supplies as they require. 
Lemon clings are firmer and No. 10 pie, Southern pack, are 


quoted at $2.50 f. o. b. for unpeeled stock. Other grades have 
not advanced, but they are firmly held in all instances. 


Apricots.—All grades are firmer, with a tendency to ad- 


vance quite prominently developed. The situation does not 
change materially from week to week. 


Apples.—State No. 1os are offered at $2.95 delivered for 
1910 pack. Spot trading is slow and sales are restricted to the 
barest requirements of dealers. Holders are not anxious about 
disposing of their stocks, even though they may have full values 


offered Further advances are expected under the reduced 
quantities available this season, 


Pineapples.—The market is dull, though no change has 
been noted in prices. Most holders believe larger demand will 


come later and are not anxious to let their stock go without full 
outside prices. 


Salmon.—The first important arrival of new pack salmon 
came in within the past week, comprising a total shipment of 
nearly 43,000 cases. The stock all came on orders for delivery 
to early buyers and therefore exerted no influence upon the 
market. Spot red Alaska talls are held at $1.75 to $1.80 and 
pink talls are up to $1.20. Ina jobbing way sales are reported 
as high as $1.25 from second hands. Not much Cohoes or med- 
ium red is available in any quarter. Columbia river and sock- 
eye are nominal. 

Sardines.—A fair jobbing outlet is noted, though sales 
from first hands are restricted. Packers are not pressing sales. 
In fact, it is probable that few of them have sufficient stock on 
hand to warrant urging sale and most of them seem to be pleas- 
ed rather than otherwise when dealers refuse to take hold. 

Lobster.—The subbly is scarce and the market is firm. 
Conditions are unchanged so far as this commodity is concern- 
ed. Business is restricted because of the high prices. 

Oysters.—No change is noted in the market and sal-s are 
made in a small way only. Some holders have received rather 
more inquiries lately some of which may result in increased 
sales. HvuDSON. 


Lobster Pack in Canadian Waters. 


Consul-General James W. Ragsdale writes from Halifax 
that in the absence of statistics as to the actual pack of lobsters 
in the maritime provinces of Canada during the present season, 
the impression gathered from the trade is that the pack is at 
least normal, if not a little better. The prices are high and the 
trade has notrouble in s:lling. Shipments from Halifax to 
Europe during July and August was unusually large, averaging 
20,000 to 30,000 cases per trip of the direct steamers. A ship- 
ment of 30,000 cases is worth abcut $500,000.

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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., Oct. 22, 1910. 

Principal Packs Ended.— During the past week rains have 
fallen again throughout California and considerable damage 
done to late frults and vegetables. For several days in the dis- 
trict around San Francisco Bay canneries were doing but little 
in the line of packing tomatoes, but the warm weather which 
has followed the storm resulted in but little damage to the grow- 
ing crop. This is about the only article that is receiving atten- 
tion from canners, the pack of grapes, pears, sweet potatoes and 
squash having been about completed. These, with apples, form 
the late pack, and but few packing firms are interested in them. 
The rains will serve to put an end to fresh grape shipments, 
and with fresh fruit out of the market the demand for canned 
products should commence to show life. Citrus fruit is com- 
mencing to be sen: East again; the crop of Navel oranges being 
early to ripen this season in the Tulare County district. The 
orange crop in California this season will be one of the largest 
on re2ord. 

Tomatoes in Demand.—The demand for California canned 
tomatoes was never heavier than it is at the present time. 
A few packers are booking business, but are accepting orders 
only as they pack their goods and are sure of being in a position 
to make deliveries. Most firms are oversold, and will be able 
to make prorata deliveries only. In addition to the domestic 
demand there is a call for California tomatoes for export, and 
some have been purchased to be shipped to British Columbia. 
The Ontario pack is said to bave been a very light one, and 


British Columbia interests are willing to take our goods and pay 
a cent and a half duty onthem. During the past week some 
sales are reported for this account at 77%c. and $2.25. The 
demand is chiefly for gallon goods. 

Jobbing Quiet.—Generally speaking, jobbing in Califor- 
nia canned fruits is quiet at the present time, as stocks are badly 
broken and only small lots are changing hands. Peaches have 
been receiving the largest amount of attention of late, and the. 
heavy buying in this line has reduced packers’ stocks to com- 
paratively low levels. The heaviest buying of late has been in 
pie and water goods in both No. 2% and No. 8s, and most of 
these goods are now in second hands. 

Shippers Favor Water Route.—Deliveries of canned 
goods are now being made in an extensive manner, and some 
record shipments are going forward by water. Combined ship- 
ments of fruits and salmon are being made to Europe, mostly 
by the all water route. Overland shipments are not as heavy 
as in former years, shippers finding it profitable to send goods 
by the Isthmus route, and reship by rail to interior points. 
What a difference the completion of the Panama Canal will 
make on the shipment of Coast products. It will not be long 
before Europe will be in almost as close touch with California 
as with some of the eastern States, and then more extensive 
markets should be developed for California canned goods. 

Sugar Trust Retards Growth.—Although freight rates 
have done much to keep down the canning industry in this 
State, there are other reasons even more powerful that force 
prices to be relatively high and restrict consumption as a result. 
Fresh fruit is marketed each year outside the boundaries of the 
State in quantities exceeding in value the total output of the 
canneries. Thus in four or five months more fresh fruit is dis- 
posed of in the eastern market than the whole world buys from 
California in the form of canned goods during an entire year. 
If canned fruits were prepared without the use of sugar, can-

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ners here would be more nearly on a footing with packers else- 
where, and the output would be greatly increased. It is esti- 
mated that the output of the canneries of this State will average 
about $15,000,000 yearly, and even with the present acreage the 
pack could be greatly increased, and the dried fruit market 
relieved. The sugar question is being mentioned on account of 
a recent independent shipment of sugar brought from New 
York around the Horn, a part of which was purchased by some 
wide awake canners at prices much lower than have prevailed 
here for a long time. Although this is the landing port for 
Hawaiian sugar, and sugar can be laid down cheaper here than 
in New York, prices are higher here than in the East. Sugar 
that is refined on San Francisco Bay is shipped regularly to 
Missouri River points and sold 73c. per hundred pounds cheaper 
than in San Francisco. The sugar trust controlling the local 
plants argue that prices are fixed by New York quotations, and 
sell the article here at those rates plus cost of freight. The 
sugar upon which the Coast canner pays a freight rate of 55c. 
per hundred comes from the Hawaiian Islands, and the packer 
is taxed with an expense that is never paid. It is a significant 
fact that California sends large quantities of fruit pulp in bulk 
to England, where it is manufactured into jams and preserves, 
and sent back to this country where it enters successfully into 
competition with California made goods. The cry of the Cali- 
fornia canner today is for cheaper sugar and with the present 
duty of nearly 2c. a pound removed this industry would show 
an immediate gain. 

Armour & Co. to Pack Fruits.—A news item ot no sinall 
import to the handlers of canned goods is the announcement 
that Armour & Co.; the meat packers, are preparing to enter 
the canned fryit industry in California on a large scale. Plans 
are being made to locate an immense plant at San Francisco 
with smaller canneries throughout the State. Just at present 
it is undecided whether to start up on an entirely new basis or 


to buy out some of the present companies engaged in the busi- 
ness. C. H. Davidson, who is at the head of the canning de- 
partment of this concern, has been here for some time looking 
over the field, and is about ready to make some interesting an- 
nouncements. ‘The operations of this concern will extend to 
the Hawaiian Islands, and it is asserted that negotiations are 
now under way for the purchase of the extensive Dole interests 
there. This would place this firm practically in control of the 
Hawaiian pineapple industry. 

Coast News Items.—Tie Gridley Produce & Canning Co. 
has been incorporated at Gridley, Cal., with a capital stock of 
$100,000, by Albert Taylor, D. J. Turner, H.C. Veatch, 
J. F. Sweet and H. M. Serkland. 

Following its time honored custom, Hunt Bros. Co., which 
has been maintaining its office during the summer season at the 
cannery at Haywards, will close this October 31st, and after 
that date the principal office will be at 112 Market Street, 
San Francisco.

Beet-Sugar Growing in Hawaii. 


{Honolulu correspondence in American Sugar Industry. } 

Hawaiian capitalists are preparing to go into the beet-sugar industry 
on a large scale. The island of Lanai, which has been practically barren 
for many years, is to be reclaimed in a large degree by the establishment 
of a water-conservation system, which will be based upon a system of 
tunnels. It is practically certain that under the system outlined a large 
acrea se will be available for beet raising. The experimental planting 
already made has proved beyond doubt that the sugar beet grown on the 
island of Lanai wlll yield a high percentage of sugar. 

The company that will engage in the enterprise is capitalized at $4cv,- 
ooo and includes several subsidiary companies, one for ranching, one for 
honey production, and a third for the sugar beet. 

John T. McCrosson is now on the mainland for the purpose of engag- 
ing the services of an expert beet-sugar man, and he will also arrange the 
preliminary details for the purchase of the equipment of a modern factory. 

According to the estimates that have been made it is figured that the 
island of Lanai can be made to produce 60,000 tons of sugar with beet- 
sugar possibilities fully developed.

This year has been unpropitious to France from an agricul- 
tural standpoint, nearly all the crops of fruits and some of the 
vegetables being either very short and in some cases an entire 
failure. 

Potatoes, which form one of the food staples of the masses, 
are rotting in the ground, due to an excess of rain and lack of 
heat, and it is considered that for the same teason those which 
are being harvested will not keep. Carrots, turnips, and that 
class of vegetables in general are affected in the same manner.

SEEDS FOR CANNERS AND PACKERS

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Green peas and string beans have been abundant and of good 
quality and have been preserved in considerable quantities. 

Among fruits of all sorts there is scarcity and the prices are 
very high. It is evident that vegetables, such as potatoes, will 
be imported in large quantities either from Holland, Germany, 
Ireland, or other adjacent countries. This should also be a 
good year for the sale of American dried fruits and perhaps 
fresh fruits, if an intelligent effort is made to create business 
relations. The grapevine nas been effected through the whole 
of France, and this year’s vintage will fall short of a poor 
average. 

Cereals are also very short, and it is considered that large 
quantities of wheat, etc., will have to be imported. 

Following are prices of certain grades of vegetables and 
fruits this year, as compared with last year. These were ruling 
prices per 100 kilos (220.46 pounds) at the Paris market early 
in September, and may be considered as standard.

PRUNE CROP GREATLY DAMAGED, 


The French prunes, known to commerce the world over, 
are produced principally in the southwestern part of France in 
the Department of Lot-et-Garonne. This year it was expected 
that this crop would in a measure save the southern agricultur- 
ists from the general failure, as the crop seemed abundant up to 
September. However, the ripening prunes are showing the bad 
effects of almost constant rains and severe hailstorms, and are 
covering the ground under the trees. They fall cff before com- 
plete maturity, and the skins being cracked from rain and hail, 
they are unfit for drying. The prunes of France are generally 
dried by artificial heat, unlike those of California, which are 


dried by the sun. It may, therefore, be considered that this 
year French prunes will not be a factor in the world’s markets, 
and that American prunes may be imported if the price 
permits it. 

Nantes as a distributing center for a considerable part of 
western and central France ought to be a good market for this 
product. [The names of the principal concerns importing such 
fruit may be secured from the Bureau of Manufactures. | 


Corn and Tomatoes in Maryland and Delaware. 


The following interesting article is taken from the special 
‘‘Fall Business Number’’ of the New England Grocer, Boston, 
and is by Mr. H. P. Strasbaugh of the brokerage firm of Stras- 
baugh, Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md. :— 


A number of reasons can be attributed as the cause of the exception- 
ally light pack of tomatoes this season ; it is easy after it has happened. 
The high price of farm products, adverse weather conditions, less adultera- 
tion, the demand for whole tomatoes for ketchup, the continuous bigh 
price of raw stock, the fact that the factory was an exception that had a 
full day's run and the can man’s report that only about 65 per cent. of a 
normal supply of cans was distributed, all of these tend toshow not over 
a 65 per cent. pack in the Maryland, Delaware, Jersey and Virginia section, 
with worse reports coming from the tomato packing States of the West. 
The high price of farm products had the effect upon the grower that he 
preferred to grow field corn, wheat, oats, hay and garden vegetables rather 
than put so many acres in the tomato basket. As a result, the acreage 
was small to begin with. The weather conditions for tomatoes were fairly 
favorable at the start, but when the vines were in need of rain and this 
was requisite for growing and maturing, the rain did not come. After the 
blossoms and the small fruit on the vines, which never indicated a large 


yield, and after continuous drouth, heavy thunder showers were expei- 
enced with hot sunshine after, which scalded the vines. 

The quality of the raw stock, so unsatisfactory, cut down the pack at 
least 33% per cent. 

On account of the general inspection of canned goods by government 
authorities, many packers preferred not to take a chance and adulterate 
their tomatoes this year for fear it would be necessary for them to put

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‘“‘Water’’ on their labels as well as ‘‘Tomatoes.’’ This being generally 
considered inadvisable in the way of profitable distribution, tomatoes were 
packed purer and freer from water this year than ever before. 

The ketchup men fearing the benzoate of soda question and skin and 
core pulp, selected for their purpose at least sufficient tomatoes to fill 
1,100,000 cases. Asaresult, western ketchup manufacturers came East 
for their whole tomato pulp, and in addition to short yield the raw stock 
market was about 50 per cent. above the normal price during the entire 
season. 

The lack of adulteration naturally makes the average quality better, 
barring, of course, the condition which always governs a short pack. 
For tomatoes do not yield the packer as much return or as good a quality 
when the crop is in the neighborhood of half rather than a full bumper 
crop. 

At the present writing, a total figure cannot be obtained ; however, it 
is generally conceded that the pack will not yield over 7,c00,cco to 8,oco,- 
coo cases based on No. 3 size, which is indicated not only by the facts 
aforesaid but the range of prices governing today, the strong healthy mar- 
ket and the general supposition that another sudden advance is about due 
and is liable to manifest itself within the next thirty days, as soon as the 
buyers realize for a surety the extremely small pack. 

The opening prices during the early part of the year ranged from 
67%c. to 72%c. for 3s. standard and extra standard quality. Today’s mar- 
ket reads 75c. to 80c. for the same grades, and holders are firm, notwith- 
standing the general lack of orders which have manifested themselves in 
the last couple of weeks. The buyers who boasted of their future contracts 
at 67%c. are finding, in some instances, considerable difficulty in getting 
deliveries of the kind that they expected. Some packers are refusing to 
ship if it is possible to find the least technicality, well remembering tke 
last two or three years when the jobber held the whip, the kind of treat- 
ment that followed. It is to be hoped that at some date not too far in the 
dim and distant future there will be arbitration boards and coui:ts of 
review which will abolish ‘‘sharp practices’? in trading in canned toma- 
toes, which have already too long been customary and admitted. 

Again high prices of farm products have figured largely in the 1910 
output of canned corn, The packer was satisfied with the opening price 
of future corn, but he could not obtain sufficient acreage to give him the 
yield and total pack that he wanted, because field corn was very much 
more profitable to the grower than corn for canning purposes, and if the 


canner would pay a proportionate price, there would be little corn sold 
under $1.00 per dozen, 


Weather conditions also cut their figure in reducing the yield of the 
actua) acreage obtiined. The spring planting weather was too wet; then 
followed the drouth; then came some heavy rains which benefited the 
late corn but did not particularly benefit the early corn; then followed 
another drouth and the late yield was cut short almost in proportion to the 
early crop. Western Maryland packers made deliveries €0 to 75 per cent. 
Southern Maryland packers did not fare any better, and altbough some 
few of these packers made roo per cent. deliveries it left them little if any 
surplus, which has all been gathered in by the anxious buyer to cover his 
pro rata deficiency on the basis of 7%c. per advance. 

As a result, corn warehouses are empty. The pack may exceed 30 per 
cent. over last year, and yet there is a continued readiness upon the part 
of buyers to absorb any offering, no matter how small, of any pack corn at 
better prices than have been, as yet, so far menticned for this seascn’s 
packing. 

The 1909 pack of corn was all distributed, and we might say consumed 
prior to the packing season of 1910; retailers’ shelves were empty ; the job- 
bers’ warehouses were ditto and the packer had nothing but empty cans 
in his warehouse waiting the coming season. There is little possibility of 
an over-production of canned corn or tomatoes either within the next four 
or five years, or even there fter so long as farm products continue to bring 
the record prices, which are much more remunerative to the average far- 
mer on the present basis than tomatoes and corn for canning purposes, 
The ‘‘era of high prices for canned goods”’ is manifesting itself and prom- 
ises to keep a close pace with other food products.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Hail, to the tomato pulp from whole fruit ; there’s lots of 
demand for it, and so they tell us, some litt)e money in it. 

By the time next season comes around, users of pulp will 
have realized that it is the part of wisdom tocover their wants 
early. 

Canners have realized at last that its to their benefit to 
grade their tomatoes before going to the washer and scalder, 
taking out the small and ivferior stock, and using such stock 
for pulp. This means a better grade of canned stock, and an 
incentive for the grower to bring to the cannery a better grade 
of raw stock. Many canners this year have adopted the sliding 
scale of prices to growers, paying a bonus for good, sound, ripe 
fruit. When the grower realizes that he cannot make the can- 
ner accept any old kind of stock, under his contract, then the 
grower will get busy and produce a better grade. 

This is especially true in the older tomato growing sections 
where canners have been bidding against one another for the 
growers’ output. We have seen stock unfit for pulp, delivered 
to the cannery, under the threat that if the cannery did not 
accept it another cannery would and by implication, that any 
more good stock would be delivered to the competing cannery. 
So the cannery accepted this inferior stock, and lost a great pro- 
portion of it when they graded it over for canning. 

This should not be, the canners should get together and 
adopt a uniform contract, setting forth the grade of tomatoes 
that will be received, and then insist on the grower living up to 
the contract. If the grower finds that he cannot have his 


rejected stock taken by another cannery, he will soon come to 
time, and deliver as per his agreement. 

The grower will get a better price, because the canner can 
afford to pay a much higher price for A1 stock thin he can for 
mixed stock, which will only grade out, say, 25% At stock. 

The average number of No. 3 cans, of standard grade, that 
a packer can get from a bushel, or 50 lbs. of tomates, has been 
found to be 15 cans; some running as low as 10, others as 
high as 22. 

What is the reason for this great difference? Only one 
thing; the condition that the stock is 1eceived in by the canner. 

A sound, red ripe tomato that only requires skinning and a 
small core to be removed, can be filled into the can practically 
whole, there being no loss of the natural juice, of which a 
tomato is largely composed. Tomatoes are said to be 95 per 
cent. water. What does this mean? Plainly stated, it means 
that the canner is buying water at the rate of $8 to $15 per ton, 
so it behooves him to conserve this water in its original package 
as well as possible. This can only be accomplished by having 
the grower deliver to him the tomatoes in a sound, ripe condi- 
tion, as when they are so received they can then be handled 
with a comparatively small loss and the yield in cans per ton, 
or figured by the bushel, will be greater and the quality higher. 

Would it not be better to pay $15 per ton for such stock 
than to pay $8 for stock that will only yield 10 cans per 50 lbs ? 

Practical canners have read papers and made addresses 
before canners in convention, and have clearly demonstrated 
just what an enormous loss is suffered by the canner through 
the carelessness of the help in preparing the raw stock, and 
have shown how, by cutting away the meat in trimming and in 
cutting into the cells in removing the cores, fully 65 per cent. 
of the tomatoes bought were lost, leaving only 35 per cent. in 
the cans. When such a condition isa fact, it is certainly the 
part of wisdom to seek a means of correcting this condition. 
Give the help good stock and there will be less incentive to 
carelessness, and the quality of the canned product will increase 
as the yield per ton increases. 

The variety of tomatoes grown has also a great deal to do 
with the condition of the stock when it is received at the can- 
nery. Seed growers advocate the smooth, round, small cored 
variety and today it is being used more than ever before. The 
old style mammoth, corrugated tomato, is tabooed by all grow- 
ers and canners who are up-to-date. Not only do the medium 
sized tomatoes fill into the cau better, but they are easily hand- 
led in skinning, ripen more uniformly and carry better from 
field to cannery. Consult one another and compare notes. Call 
on your seedsman to give you the kind of seed that will produce 
for you the hest stock and you will find that there is a lot of 
hearty co-operation waiting for you to help it along. 


Sale of American Goods in Morocco. 


{from Vice-Consul-General George E. Holt, Tangier. | 


As has been frequently reported from this consulate general, 
it is impossible to ascertain the exact amounts and values of 
American products consumed in Morocco, owing to the fact 
that, with a single exception, none of these goods come direct, 
and are not declared as American products. 

The only manner of securing information as to the amount 
and value of these goods is by inquiries among the merchants. 
By causing these inquiries to be made, I have arrived at an 
approximate idea of the place occupied by American-made 
goods in Tangier, which is fairly representative of the country 
in general. 

Canned Goods —Two merchants import American canned 
goods through England. One merchant sells about 50 cases 
annually, the other 150 cases annually, including canned oysters. 
Value of the 200 cases, about $1,000. Both merchants state 


that it is impossible to keep up supplies of American goods on 
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account of heavy freights if drawn through England and other 
countries, and that the commission of the middlemen raises the 
prices to such an extent as to make a gereral handling of 
American goods impossible. 

OPENING FOR A SHIPPING LINE. 

Invariably, in considering the question of the possibilities 
fo: extending American trade interests in this country, I find 
that the import of most Amer can products is impossible through 
the great expense of transportation, if brought direct, or the 
profits of the English or Contine: tal middlemen, if imported 
from Europe. There would thus seem to be only one key to 
the situation—a direct line of steamers. It would seem to be 
quite possible for some American line of freighters to establish 
a monthly servi:e connecting Cadiz, Tangier, and the Mediter- 
ranean with some American port. Undoubtedly some combina- 
tion of Moroccan sheepskin and goatskin exporters could be 
eflected, so that practically all of the skins for America would 
go direct. This would mean 1,000 to 1,500 tons of freight 
annually, an amount which would be added to largely by the 
exports to the United States of Moroccan seeds, and the general 
development of trade between the two countries. Cargo would 
also be found at Cadiz, Gibraltar, Algiers, Malaga, Marseille, 
and other Mediterranean ports. 

The establishment of such a service would mean the rees- 
tablishment of trade in flour and many other articles, and no 
doubt it would be possible to secure the contract for the trans- 
portation of the large quantities of cotton-seed oil which are 
now imported. 
much freight could be reasonably promised from Tangier, this 
consulate is willing to make the necessary inquiries among 
Moroccan exporters. I am also reasonably certain that a num- 
ber of merchants here, if their goods could be brought direct, 
would place considerable orders for American goods to be 
brought out on the first boat. P

We are in receipt of the following letter from the Bureau,

‘‘We learn in answer to our recent inquiry on express rates 
that there seems to be a lack of uniformity in different localities 
in classifying canned goods. In one section of the country we 
find them classed as ‘merchandise’ and in others they are sent 
at the same rate as ‘printed matter.’ I beg to quote from a 
letter of Mr. E. W. Branch, Marengo, Iowa.’’ 

‘‘Regarding circular of the 8th, agitating reduction of express rates on 
samples, be advised that if all the packers were instructed to send samples 
under class ‘D’ as advertising matter, under which class we have always 
found the U. S. Express Co. willing to accept samples, they would save 
considerable money, in fact enough to make a substantial annual contribu- 
tion to the Publicity Fund. As a packer and a broker I respectfully 
request attention of proper department to above suggestion.”’

Selling Canned Goods. 


Dealers can sell canned goods with perfect confidence under present 
conditions. Not alone the law, but the good sense of packers, have been 
brought to bear upon the situation, and the quality has improved. Gcods 
put up in sanitary cans possess most of the freshness of originals, and the 
quality is improved in every way. 

In years past the hose has been used too freely, but in all the better 
grades that time is past. The hose as an instrument for use in canning 
operations has disappeared. It is no longer serviceable, and packers 
understand it. As may be understood, this has added greatly to the qual- 
ity and buyerse more certain of obtaining what they pay for. 

Heretofore tomatoes and corn have suffered seriously from the admix- 
ture of water; but happily that time is largely passed. In its place has 
c me careful packing of fully matured raw material, and buyers are certain 
of getting the goods for which they pay. 

During the fall and winter, when trade in these goods is naturally the 
heaviest, dealers can base their efforts for increased business upon the 
excellence of the goods offered, without, however, making comparisons 
with what has gone before. You can rest assured that when you sell 
standards it is standards you are handing over the counter, and you need 
have little fear of complaints about quality. Buyers are already noticing 
the difference, and of course this will mean incraased sales all along 
the line. 

The market for canned goods can be largely extended and made much 
more profitable than it is in most communities; but this can only be 
accomplished when the goods are satisfactory and buyers get what they

Canned Goods. 


The canning season just closed has been on the whole in 
Harford a successful one to canners and growers. 

While the pack of tomatoes will not exceed 75 per cent. of 
last year’s yield the prices have ranged from twenty to forty 
cents per case higher, making up in prices the loss in yield. 

An estimate by the Easton Commission Co., of Talbot 
county, given in by ninety-five representative tomato packers of 
the Eastern shore show a pack in the season just closed to 
61 per cent. of 1909. 

The Tri-State Packers’ Association, comprised of packers 
of Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey, report a falling off in 
the pack of tomatoes of 2,350,000 cases, as compared with 1909. 

Corn packers are practically sold out. One large Philadel- 
phia concern having bought up all the surplus corn the } ast 
week.—HAVRE DE GRACE (MD.) REPUBLICAN. 


Pineapple Sizer. 


The cut below represents a machine for the sizing of Pineapples. Any 
size up to 35 inches diameter may be cut by changing the sizing tube 
or cutter. which is made of brass and held in recess of spindle by two 
screws. The hollow spindle is also lined with brass to prevent the fruit 
coming in contact with the iron as it passes through the spindle. The 
Pineapple, after being cored, is placed on the centering plug on cross head 
and fed through the tube by hand holt on cross heads, the rods on the sides

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Cases of Misbranding Continue. 


In the latest batch of notices received from the Department 
of Agriczlture, we find notice of Judgments Nos. 599, 602 and 
604. We give them here in full because they are all of com- 
paratively 1ecent date, and the labels on the bottles show a 
greater effort to comply with the labeling law than in many 
cases. However, the parties mentioned herein seem not to have 
been well posted as regards the Department’s instructions, and 
the result is they have violated the law without any apparent 
intention to deceive. Canners and all packers of food should 
watch such decisions closely, keep a copy of all that refer to or 
have a bearing on the kind .of foods they prepare, and also 
make it a point to get acopy of each new ruling as soon as 
issued. 

The cases below do not have any direct bearing on canners, 
as they refer to catsup makers and preservers, but we have a 
great many subscribers who also operate preserving plants and 
make catsup, etc., and to these they are of vital in erest : 


No. 599, Adulteration and Misbranding of Tomato Catsup. 

On or about March 4, 1910, Alart & McGuire, New York, 
N. Y., shipped from the State of New York to the State of 
Louisiana 124 cases, each containing 24 bottles of catsup, each 
of which bottles were labeled ‘‘Hottentot catsup—-only the 
purest ingredients used in this mixture, absolutely guaranted— 
Serial No. 1281—packed by Alart & McGuire, New York, 
N. Y.’’; and 15 barrels of tomato catsup, each of which was 
labeled ‘‘Extra Spiced O. K. Catsup, Alart & McGuire, N. Y. 
1/1oth of 1 per cent of benzoate of soda used as preservative.’’ 
Examination of samples of this product made by the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Department of Agriculture, showed it 
to be adulterated and misbranded within the meaning of the 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. Asit appeared from the 
above examination that the shipment was liable to seizure under 
section 10 of the act, the facts were reported to the United 
States attorney for the Eastern District of Louisiana. 

Iu due course libels were filed in the District Court of the 
United States for said district against the said 125 cases and 15 
barrels of catsup, charging the above shipment and alleging that 
the proJucts so shipped were adulterated in that they consisted 
in whole or in part of filthy, decomposed and putrid vegetable 
substances ; that the catsup contained in the bottles above re- 
ferred to was misbranded in that the labels thereon above set 
forth are false and misleading in the statement that only the 
purest ingredients are used in said catsup, when in truth and in 
fact the catsup consists in whole or in part of filthy, decomposed 
vegetable substances ; and that the catsup contained in the 15 
barrels was misbranded because the labels thereon above set 
forth were false and misleading in s'ating that the said catsup 
was ‘‘O. K.’’, meaning thereby that it was good, pure, and 
genuine catsup made of sound and healthful sudstances, when 
in truth and in fact it consisted in whole or in part of filthy, 
decomposed and putrid vegetable substar ces. 

On June 15, 1910, Paul Brierre & Co., and the above named 
Alart & McGrire, through Paul Brierre, their agent, intervened 
and admitted the trath of the allegations of the libels above set 
forth, and consented that a final decree of condemnation be 
entered in these proceedings as provided by section 10 of the 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. 

Ou June 16, 1910, the case came on for hearing, and the 
court being fully informed in the premises entered its decree, 
sustaining the allegations of the libels above set forth and dire ct- 
ing the United States marshal for said district to destroy the 
catsup above referred to, the costs of the court to be paid by 
said intervenor and claimants, Paul Brierre & Co. and Alart 
& McGuire.

ducts, labeled respectively, ‘‘Anchor Brand Loganberry Jim 
Compound’’ and ‘‘Anchor Brand Strawberry Jam Compound.”’ 
Previously, on March 7, 1908, said Bishop & Co. executed and 
delivered to said purchaser the following guaranty in the form 
of a letter:

‘*Haas, BARUCH & Co., 
City. 

GENTLEMEN:—We hereby guarantee that all articles of confectionery, 
all bakery products, all fruit products, all vegetable products, all meat 
products, which you may purchase from us will, in the original unbroken 
package, form, nature and composition, in which we Celiver the said con- 
fectionery, bakery products, fruit products, vegetaLle prcducts, into your 
possession and custody comply at the time of delivery with the provisions 
of the Food and Drugs Act, passed by the Congress of the United States 
and approved June 30th, 1906, and also with the California Pure Food Act 
passed by the legislature of the State of California, and approved 
March 11th, 1907, and will not, in said package, form, nature cr con posi- 
tion, be misbranled or adulterated at said time within the meaning of 
either said National Act or of said California Act. 

This guaranty is to remain in force until revoked in writing by us.

BisHoP & Co.,”’ 
which guaranty had not been revoked at the time of said sale 
and delivery. On or about September 3, 1909, said Haas, 
Baruch & Co. shipped from said State of California to the 
Territory of Arizona a quantity of the two food products first 
above mentioned. 

Samples from this shipment were analyzed in the Bureau 
of Chemistry, United States Department of Agriculture. As it 
appeared from the find ngs of the analyst and report made that 
the products were adulterated aud misbranded within the mean- 
ing of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, the Secretary 
of Agriculture afforded opportunities for hearings to the party 
from whom said samples were procured, to the shipper and to 
the guarantor of said products, and as it appeared after hearings 
held that there had been a violation of the act on the part of 
the above named guarantor, the Secretary of Agricu'ture re- 
ported the facts to the Attorney-General, with a statement of 
the evidence on which to base a prosecution. 

In due course a criminal information was filed in the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the Southern District of 
California against the said Bishop & Co., charging the above

On August 10, 1910, the defendant appeared by H E. Cree, 
its vice-president, and entered a plea of guilty to the above in- 
formation and the court imposed a fine of $15 and costs.
